SAY TROUBLE IS SLIGHT AND 


WILL SOON END. 


The Strike Leaders Claim That the 
Whole System Is Crippled by the 
Telegraphers and That They 
Will Surely Win. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 11.—There is little 
change in the. strike situation on the At- 
chison, Topeka & Santa Fe today. 

General Superintendent Reeseguie and 
General Manager Mudge work side by side 
in the telegraph department of the general 
office, performing the work of telegraph 


operators. 

Mr. Resseguie said that the defections of 
the operators seem to have been strongest 
on the Oklahoma and Western divisions. 

‘Vacancies were nearly all filled up on 
the Chicago division yesterday,’’ said he. 
“Some of the men who went out are al- 
ready wanting to be taken back into the 
service of the company, but their request 
will not be granted. President Ripley is 
very firm on that point. 

“As far as the operation of tranis is con- 
cerned, we are keeping the-men right up 
to the schedule. In effect I will say that 
the strike is over. Freight trains are all 
running as usual. We are taking all the 
business we can get, and are handling it 
all in the usual order.” 

C. G. Bholes, superintendent of telegraph, 
says he is receiving numerous applications 
from outside telegraphers for position In 
answer to advertisements he has _ inserted 
in all the leading daily papers. He antici- 

ates little trouble in filling all the places 
* has under his control. 

In common with the other officials, Mr 

Sholes is profuse in his assurances that the 
strike is at an end. 
_ The officials are all of one opinion, that 
the strike is ended in most places, but can- 
not explain the absence of men from the 
office here. Not one of the Topeka opera- 
tors has returned to work, and from reports 
received from over the division the strikers 
here seem to think they have gained the 
day. 
L. C. Badgely, local chairman of the O. 
R. T., made the following statement: 

‘We have information that all the regu- 
lar operators on the Chicago division are 
out, with only six nonunion men at work, 
Other yg nae here are said to be 
oin, 
eastern division, one of 95, we 
have 48. Here is where a fake order was is- 
sued, and our men, therefore, have not be- 
come convinced of our correct position. 

‘The Oklahoma division is solid, with all 
out but two. 

“On the western division 72

On the New Mexico division 50 out of 57 
are out, only three remain on the Rio 
Grande division and six on the Southern 
Kansas division and branches.’’

Ice Breakers Prevent Interruption of 
Traffic at Russia’s Fort. 
Vladivostock is no longer the ice closed 
port in winter it formerly was, for the re- 
sources of modern shipbuilding have been 
called in and powerful ice-breakers keep it 
open the whole year round, so that now 


there is no :nterruption of traffic at any | 


season and passenger steamers come at 
regular intervals all the winter, therefore 
reasons for obtaining Port Arthur no long- 
er exist, says a Russian correspondent. Still 
the climate is not good in winter, and, nat- 
urally, the officers of the men-of-war pre- 
fer to winter in Port Arthur or Nagasaki, 
although in summer time the bright side of 
life in Vladivostock is quite as attractive 
as in the southern ports.

No Defense Made by the Ruesells, 
Who Were Married in April Last 
in a Town of Nevada. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—George John Somer- 
ville was this morning granted a decree of 
divorce against Marion Somerville and 
£1800 damages against Earl Russell, with 
whom the defendant was accused of having 
committed adultery. No defense was en- 
tered against Mr. Somervilie’s petition. 

John Francis Stanley, Earl Russell, was 
married to Marion, daughter of the late 
George Cooke, of Combernauld, Scotland, 
April 15 last at Reno, Nev. They had been 
living for several months in Nevada, where 
both had obtained cecrees of divorce trom 

ife and husband respectively, the hus- 

and being Mr. George John Somerville. 

Farl Russell obtained a divorce from his 
wife on the ground of desertion, alleging 
that she had left him nearly ten years ago. 
lie was married to her Feb. 6, 1890. She 
was Miss Mabel Edith Scott, youngest 
daughter of the late Sir Claude Edward 
Scott. The couple’s domestic troubles first 
came to public notice in 1891, when Countess 
Russell brought suit for divorce, based on 
cruelty and.sother charges . 

This suit failed, however, and the judge 
took the unusual course of requiring her 
to pay its costs, amounting to more than 
$25,000. As the result of that suit the carl 
obtained a judicial separation. 

Countess Russell, in April, 1895, unsuccess- 
fully sued for a restoration of her conjugal 
rights, withdrawing the charges which she 
had made in her suit for divorce. She went 
on the stage last March. 

The second Countess Russell obtained her 
divorce from Mr. George John Somerville 
on the ground of cruel treatment. She was 
married to Mr. Somerville in Aberdeen, 
Scotland, July 23, 1889. She ceased. living 
with him July 4, 1899. 

Barl Russell and the new Countess ar- 
rived in England May 7 last. On his arri- 


val he declared that he was long past being 


surprised at anything his former wife did 
when told that a suit alleging bigamy was 


threatened.

ST. LOUIS AVENUE PROPERTY 
OWNERS ARE AROUSED. 


WANT THAT STREET PAVED 


If the City Will Not Place Pavement 
in Front of St. Louis Park, Some 
Say, “Let It Go Unpaved.” 


Fifty owners of property on St. Louis 
avenue, between Fifteenth and Twenty- 
third streets, met at the North Side Y. M. 
C. A. Hall Monday night to urge the imme- 
diate passage of the ordinance which has 
been prepared by the board of public im- 
provements for the reconstruction of the 
street. 

Henry Studnikcza presided over the meet- 
ing, and Dr. Charles L. Carriere acted as 
secretary. The discussion of the proposed 
improvement, which commenced before the 
meeting had been called to order and 
formed the order of the evening, showed 
that seven-eighths of the property own- 
ers favor reconstruction. 

While there is a difference in opinion 


upon the merits of brick and asphalt, near- 
ly all a themselves as willing to 
support the board in trying to secure the 
reconstruction of the street with any ma- 
terial ‘more substantial than the present 
macadam roadway. 

The most serious question arising in con- 
nection with the proposed improvement re- 
lates to the er of the street wh.ch pass- 
es through St. Louis Park. As the land on 
both sides of the street in this block is city 

roperty, the owners of the property on ad- 
oining blocks are unwilling to stand the 
expense of paving this portion, which would 
amount to about $2000. The city’s lack of 
funds has caused the fear that the money 
could not be paid from the city treasury. 
A committee was appointed to wait on 
Comptroller Sturgeon and endeavor to de- 
vise some way to put the improvement 
through. 

Louis Rosenbaum, who was absent from 
the meeting, sent a letter, in which he urged 
that the other blocks be improved whether 
ee city improves its block or not. He 
said: 

“If the city of St. Louis has not sufficient 
money to pave in front of the park on Bt. 
Louls avenue, and that is the only excuse 
why the street can not be made, I wouid be 
willing to allow the streét in front of the 
park to go unpaved until such time as the 
city will be shamed into doing the paving 
in front of the park. 

“It is about time that the property own- 
ers should see it is to their benefit to ‘m- 
prove the city streets at their direct cost 
and not wait for something to turn up by 
which any other result can be obtained oth- 
er than by taking the money out of their 
individual purses and paying the cost chere- 
of in front of their individual property.’’

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HOT EDIBLES WERE MIXED 


Fire in a Diminutive | Lunch Room 
Caused Confusion Among the 
Spaghetti and Macaroni. 


Sundry strings of spaghetti, many mor- 


sels of macaroni and a wealth of wiener- 
wursts narrowly escaped extermination in 
a miniature conflagration at 3 o’clock Tues- 
day morning in Frank Lipolto’s lunch room, 
17 South Sixth street. 

The lunch room is about eight feet wide, 
ten feet long and six feet high. It contains, 
besides the gastronomic delights aforemen- 
tioned, a cooking stove and a heating stove.

BEGAN THE WORK 20 YEARS AGO 


-— 


SPEECH OF BRITISH COMMANDER 
AT CAPE TOWN. 


Closes His Address in Response to the 
Gift of a Sword by Quoting the 
First Stanza of the Famous 
Kipling Recessional. 


CAPE TOWN, Dec. 11. —At the re- 
ception in honor of Lord Roberts yesterday 
when the British commander rose to re- 
spond, after the presentation to him of the 
sword and casket, all .present rose to their 
feet, cheering and waving handkerchiefs. 
The demonstraticn continued for some min- 
utes. At its conclusion, Lord Roberts made 
an eloquent address. After expressing deep 
thanks for the honors accorded him, he said 
the war in South Africa had a peculiar in- 
terest for him inasmuch as it enabled him 
to bring to what he hoped was a successful 
conclusion thea work entrusted to him 20 
years ago—that of dispelling by force of 
arms, if necessary, the aspirations of the 
Boers to render themselves independent of 
British. control. 

Referring to his abortive visit to the Cape 
in 1881, he said: } 

‘The wisdom of this world is foolishness 
with Gdd. The guiding hand of the omnipo- 
tent will bring good: out of what to our 
finite understanding was the most unfortu- 
nate war of 1881, for that war could not 
have consolidated the whole of the British 
empire as firmly together as this has done, 
because it was fought by regulars alone, 
whereas the present war was fought by the 
militia, yeomanry and volunteers, the ad- 
mirable and workman-like colonial contin- 
gents all fighting as brothers in arms under 
the dear old. flag of. the. Queen,”’ 

In this respect Lord Roberts said he held 
the unique position of the first chief marshal 
to command at such an imperial outburst. 
He was convinced, he declared, that this 
spontaneous outburst of patriotism was not 
ephemeral. England had only to give the 
signal and her sons would again flock to her 
banner from the ends of the world. Never 
had a mother more reason to be prond of 
her sons than had England today... God had 
brought them out of what in the dark days 
of December had appeared to them the val- 
ley of thé shadow of death; and they could 
now remember the days of tribulation with 
deep gratitude for the mercy vouchsafed 
them 

Lord Roberts then paid a deeply moving 
tribute of gratitude to all who had worked 
with him. He added that his interest in 
South Africa would not cease on leaving its 
shores, but that he should watch its settle- 
merit with the utmost earnestness. 
‘Dwelling upon the necessity for co-opera- 
tion between the Dutch and English, he 
said it would-be his proudest boast if he 
eould claim to have done nothing but what 
stress of war had compelled to hinder the 
friendly fusions of the two races in the 
republics. They must try to forgive and for- 
get all that tends to bitterness of feeling, 
leaving the idea that nothing remained to 
be atoned for on either side. 

“God has given.into our hands,’ said the

"a heavy price has been.paid in the blood of 
athe best and bravest, and “we muSst not be 
Negieotful of the trust, as we have been in 
past, but must be ab'e to give a good 
‘aceount of our stewardship and must re- 
member. there are other duties than national 
giorifications.”’ 
’ He declared he could not better conclude 
his speech than by quoting the first verse 
of Kipling’s recessional:

Lord God of hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we: forget.

NESBIT LAW IS 
DECLARED VALID 


United States Supreme Court 
So Decides. 


UPHOLDS THE STATE COURTS 


END OF THE LONG AND BITTER 
CONTROVERSY. 


Legislature Has the Power to Regulate 
Elections in the State and the 
State Supreme Court’s De- 
cision Final. 


In a decision by Mr. Justice White, re- 
ported in late editions of the Post-Dis- 
patch Monday, the Supreme Court of the 
United States sustains the validity of the 
St. Louis election law of 1899, commonly 


called the Nesbit law. 

The two points in the decision that are 
especially noteworthy are those in which 
the court declares that the St@&te Legisla- 
ture has the power to regulate elections 
within the state, and that on all matters 
pertaining strictly to this power the de- 
cision of the State Supreme Court must be 
accepted as final. 

The second important point is that there 
is nothing in the Nesbit iaw .n contraven- 
tion of the constitution of the United States. 

The case decided reached the Federal 
Supreme Court by an appeal taken from the 
decision of the state court by City Auditor 
Isaac M. Mason of St. Louis. 

Under the Nesbit law, which was enacted 
in the winter of 1899, the governor, in the 
following summer, appointed James Mc- 
Caffery, L. D. Kingsland, Democrats, and 
George J. Kobusch, Republican, to be mem- 
bers of the board of election commissioners. 

Two suits were at once instituted against 
these commissioners, one by L. P. Aloe 
and others; and the other by Theodore C. 
Eggers, circuit attorney of St. Louis. 

The commissioners asked the State Su- 
preme Court for writs of prohibition to 
prevent the Circuit Court from proceeding 
with these cases. The State Supreme 
Court, after a hearing, granted the writs. 


Made a Demand 
on the City Auditor. 

Thereupon the three commissioners took 
office and demanded of Auditor Mason that 
he audit their accounts and draw warrants 
against the City Treasury for salaries. 

He declined to do this, and the commis- 


sioners appealed to the State Supreme 
Court for e peremptory mandamus to com- 
pel him to draw the warrants. The State 
Supreme Court issued this writ. Counsel 
‘for the auditor thereupon appealed to the 
Federal Supreme Court. Their contention 
was that the law vioiated the state consti- 
tution and the fourteenth amendment to the 
federal constitution, in that it was unfair 
and partisan and interfered with the free 
exercise of the right of suffrage. 

After reviewing the law, Mr. Justice 
White says:

$00,000 inhabitants, and that the law of 1895 more 
effectually protecied the exercise of the rights and 
privilege o voting, and threw about the enjor- 
ment of the right of suffrage greater safeguards 
than does the later law: therefore the last ©°nact- 
ment denies to the citizens of the city of St. Louis 
the equal protection of the laws. 

But the state supreme court has in this case de- 
cided that the provision of the state constitution 
respecting the enactment of registration laws does 
not limit the power of the general assemby to 
create more than one <class compvused of cities hav- 
ing a population in excess of 1u#,0U0 inbabitaats. 
and, hence, that the Nesbit law was uot repug- 
nant to the state constitution. This conclusiun 
must be accepted by this court. 

All the other contentions are reducible to the 
proposition that a violation of the 14th amendment 
to the constitution of the United States has re- 
suited from the putting in force, by the general as- 
sembly of Missouri, in cities having a population 
of over 800,000 inhabitants, of a registration law 
which, in the mind of a judicial tribunal, thay sot 
as effectual y saieguard the right and privilege cf 
voting as might be devised, considered alone, or 
with reference to a ptior enactment. 


State Supreme 
Court Upheld. 


But the obvious answer is that the law in ques- 
tion has been declared to be valid under the econ- 
stitution” of the state. The general right to vote 
in the state of Missouri is primarily derived ‘rom 
the state (United States vs. Reese), and the elect- 
ive franchise, if one of the fundamemral priviluges 
and immunities of the citivens of  3t. 
Louis as citizens of Missour! and of 
the United States, is clearly such franchise ‘‘as 
regulated and established by the laws or constitu- 
tion of the state in which it is to be exercisead.”’ 
(Blake vs. McClung, quoting from the opinion of 
Mr. Justice Washington at circuit in Cortield vs. 
Corye.l.) 

Tae power to classify c'ties with reference to 
their population having been exercised in confoimity 
witk the constitution of the state,the circumstance 
that the registration law in force in the city of 
St. Louls was made to differ In essential particn- 
lars from that which regulates the conduct of elec- 
tions in other cities in the state of Missouri, does 
not in itself deny to the citizens of St. Louis the 
equal protection of the laws. ° 

Nor did the exercise, by the general assembly of 
Missouri, of the discretion vesied in it by law 
give rise to a violation of the l4th amendment to, 
the constitution of the United States. (Uhajpell 
Chemical Co. vs. Sulphur Mines Co, and cases 
cited; Maxwe.] vs. Dow.)

This decision by the highest tribunal in 
the land, sustaining the law, ends a coiitro- 
versy that has been carried on with unu- 
sual vigor and partisan. bitterness since the 
law was proposed in the general assembly 
at the session of 1899. 


History of 

the Famous Law. 

The history of this law shows what mo- 
mentous results may come from an hum- 
ble origin. When the legislature of 1899 
met, there was no well-defined policy among 
Democrats respecting a change in the elec- 
tion law of St. Louis. St. Louis Democrat- 
ic politicians were restive under a law 
which had been dictated to a semi-Repub- 
lican legislature in 1895 by Chauncey Il, 
Filley, but they had no well-defined idea of

The authorship of the Nesbit bill has been 
variously credited. Harry Hawes, James M.

In his spare moments, 
without consulting any one, he drafted the 
bill which afterward became the Nesbit 
law. The origina! draft, written in his Hine, 
copperplate hand on legal cap paper, is 
among the dusty public records in the base- 
tnent of the capitol.

McGrath asked Representative Nesbit of 
Scotland County to introduce the bill, and 
he did so. He had not read it. When the 
Democratic caucus met to consider an elec- 
tion bill, this one was discussed with oth- 
ers. It became a favorite, and a caucus 
committee was appointed to amend it 
slightly. From that time it became a cooks 4 
measure and was passed as such in bot 
houses.

of Taxation. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 11.—Judge Day of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals has 


rendered a decision of importance to na-|

tional bank stockholders. The 


National Bank of Cleveland. O., had been 


| assessed for taxation upon its capital stock 


at a valuation of $519,320. This was on the 
basis of a 60 per cent valuation. Later, the 
State board of equalization increased the 
assessment by $123,000. The bank protested. 
claiming that this was a 74 per cent valua- 
tion, and alleging that the increase 
violated the federal law, which = se- 
cures to holders of national] bank stock the 
same treatment in the matter of taxes as 18 
given to all other forms of money capital. 
The bank further charged that savings 
banks in Ohio were exempted from tax bur- 
dens in a way altogether different from na- 
tional banks. Judge Taft, who heard the 
case, ruled against the bank. Judge Day 
overruled Judge Taft's deciston on the 
ground that the board of equalization had 
not served notice of the increase.

Handful of Americans Attacked by 
250 Riflemen and 2000 Bolo- 
men. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 11.—Capt. Dever- 
eux Shields of the Twenty-ninth Infantry, 
U. 8. A., has been invalided home on ac- 
count of two wounds received in one of the 
most thrilling adventures of the war in the 
Philippines. Capt. Shields and 62 men left 
Santa Cruz, on the Island of Marinduque, 
on Sept. ll last for the purpose of recon- 
noitering. Two days later they fell into an 
ambush and were fired upon by about 250 
men with rifles who were supported by 
about 2000 men with bolos. 

Capt. Shields, telling of the engagement, 
Said: 

“Il was twice wounded and fell uncon- 


scious, but soon recovered and then gave 
the order for the comand to fight its way 
back to the station. I told them to leave me 
with a man from the hospital corps. 

“I dropped behind a rice stack and told 
the men to raise the white flag. The insur- 
gents continued to fire at us. The men 
fought their way back a short distance and 
had to surrender or be killed. 

“After the insurrectos came to me one of 
them took all my belongings. Another was 
just going to shoot men when I saw a hand 
— arm come forward and strike up the

He Will Stop Here in the Spring on 
His Long Contemplated Trip 
to the Coast. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—In a conversa- 
tion yesterday with Mr. R. C. Kerens and 
Vice-President Paul Morton of the Santa 
Fe system, Mr. McKinley said that for 
some time a trip to the Pacific coast has 
been in contemplation.

ABE SLUPSKY LOSES 


ORDERED TO YIELD TITLE TO CER- 
TAIN REAL ESTATE. 


THE SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Close of the Case in Which the Heirs of 
Slupsky’s Deceased Wife Are the 
Complainants. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 11.—Pre- 
siding Judge Brace, in an opinion in division 
No. 1 of the Supreme Court this morning, 
reversed the judgment of the St. Louls 
City Circuit Court in the case of Esther 
Miller and others against Abraham Slupsky 
and others. The judgment of the lower 
court was for the defendant, Slupsky, sus- 
taining his title to certain real estate in St. 
Louis, which the plaintiffs claim was paid 
for by the deceased wife of the defendant, 
and whose lawful heirs they are. They ap- 
pealed the case to this court, where the 
judgment of the lower court was reversed, 
and cause remanded with directions, in lan- 
guage.of the court, as follows: 

“After a careful consideration of all the 
evidence, disputed and undisputed, and all 
the facts and circumstances of the case, 
the conclusion is irresistibly ‘forced upon 
our minds that the deceased Sophia Slupsky, 
at the time of her marriage to Abraham 
Slupsky, was possessed of a large sum of 
money, which was, as between them, her 
Separate statutory estate. That this money 
was deposited in a safety box, and that out 
of that money, or its proceeds, the purchase 
price of the premises was paid, the deed 
for which Abraham Slupsky took in his 
own name. The judgment of the Circuit 
Court will, therefore, be reversed and the 
cause remanded with directions to that 
court to enter a decree divesting the said 
defendant, Abraham Slupsky, of the legal 
title by him acquired as aforesaid to said 
real estate, and vesting same in the heirs- 
at-law of Sophia Slupsky.” 

All the judges concur. 


TRIBUTE TO MANAGER HAYS. 


Meeting of the Grand Trunk Share- 
holders in London. 
LONDON, Dec. 11.—At a special meeting 
of the shareholders of the Grand Trunk 
Hailroad today the purchase of the Chicago 

& Grand Trunk Railroad was ratified. 
Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, the president 
of the Grand Trunk Railroad, maintained 


that the new arrangement would enable the 
whole length of the line to be double 
tracked within a short time. He paid a 
glowing tribute to the former general man- 
ager of the Grand Trunk Railroad, Charles 
M. Hays, saying it was impossible to find a 
second Hays, but, he added, he believed 
George Bell Reeve (the former traffic man- 
ager of the Grand Trunk Railroad and 
now the general manager) was the pest 
man whose services could possibly be se- 
cured. He dilated on the sacrifice Mr. Reeve 
had made in giving up his retirement to 
take on the onerous duties of general man- 
ager. 

The shareholders congratulated the dire2- 
tors on the action taken and gratefully bid 
farewell to Mr. Hays.

Speaking of his experiments in Alaska, 
Prof. Georgeson said today: 

“There is not the slightest doubt that 
grain can be matured almost anywhere in 
Alaska. I have this year obtained samples 
of perfectly ripe barley, oats, wheat and 
rye from several points in the interior as 
far north as BHagle. These grains were 
grown and matured there this year. With 
one exception they were volunteer products 
from seed accidentally scattered and grown

WITH A COW. 


MR. SCOTT'S BARN BURNED 


Domestic Animals to Which the Fam- 
ily Were Attached Were Cremated 
Before Their Eyes. 


Two singed cats were the only members 
of the happy brute family that escaped 
a fiery death Monday night in the flaming | 
barn of John Scott, retired railway con- | 
tractor, who resides on spacious grounds 
occupying the entire block between Ewing 
and California avenues and Rutger and La 
Salle streets. 

The devotion of Cyc, a mongrel dog, to 
Jennie, a pet Alderny cow, cost the cahine’s 
life. He would not leave his playmate, even 
when he might have followed the cats 
through the opening where they saved 
themselves. 

Cyc blew into the Scott household with 
the great cyclone of May, 1896, which de- 
vastated the Scott premises. The family 
have never had the heart to turn him 
adrift again. 

Two family horses perished in the fire 
and with them a new double-seated Vic- 
toria, a wagonette and a buggy, besides a 
stock of hay and feed with which the barn 
had been replenished recently. 

Mr. Scott, who was ill, sat at the windows 
of his home and watched the destruction of 
his property. He suffered keenly with the 
realization that he was powerless to help 
save any of the animals to which the fam- 
ily was much attached. 

The stable was set on fire, whether from 


incendiary motive or the careless dropping 
of a match by a !ate passer along the side- 
walk on California avenue, upon which 
thoroughfare the building fronts, Mr. Seott 
is at a loss to tell. 

At 11 o'clock Monday night, after the 
family had retired, they were aroused by 
cries of fire in the rear of the house. John 
McKenney, a neighbor, had discovered the 
flames. The stable is situated 100 yards 
from the kitchen door. Looking from the 
back. windows Mr. Scott, his wife and 
daughter, beheld the barn crumble like 
tinder. 

The fire department arrived promptly and 
extinguished the flames, but not until a 
shell of the building remained and all the 
property within it was consumed. 

From their windows the Scotts could hear 
the screams of the cremating animals. The 
shrill death cries of the horses arose above 
the gutterals of the cow, but the short, 
sharp barks of Cyc were distinguished whe
